Gasoline Dealer 
Contracts Held 
Illegal By Court 


WASHINGTON, June 13.— (ff)— 
The supreme court today decided 
the Standard Oil Company of Cal- 
ifornia violated federal anti-trust 
laws by contracting with indepen- 
dent gasoline dealers to buy 
all 


their fuel from Standard. 
The decision was handed down 
on a Standard Oil appeal which 
said that to hold the company 
guilty of violating the anti-trust 
statutes would have "Immeasur- 
ably disastrous" effects on business 
practices, 
Justice Frankfurter delivered the 


6-4 decision. 
Justice Jackson wrote a dissent 
in which Chief Justice Vlnson and 
Justice Burton 
joined. 
Justice 
Douglas also wrote a dissent. 


Joining Frankfurter on the ma- 
jority side were Justices Black, 
Reed, Murphy and Rutledge. 
The majority opinion declared 
that Standard Oil's contract had 
the effect of lessening competition 
in both Interstate and intrastate 
commerce. 
But Douglas In a stinging dissent 
asserted that the court's elimina- 
tion of the Standard Oil contracts 
system "sets the stage for Stand- 
ard and other oil companies to

peals to the Germans. 


The ministers later went Into a

sources said was devoted largely 
to discussing the future course of 
the conferei.^3.

tomorrow. 


Vlshlnsky had proposed Friday 
that each of the four 
powers 


should submit drafts of a peaca 
treaty to the Foreign Ministers 
Council within three months.

drawal of occupation forces from 
Germany within a year after con- 
clusion of the treaty. 
The pro- 


posal was the same as those made 
by the Russians at conferences In 
Moscow and London. 


The Russian declared the .West- 
ern powers have 400,000 troops'In 
Germany a* against 200,000 Soviet 
troops. 


Acheson had said Friday the

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DRIVING LICENSES 
It is unusual for the Presi- 


dent of the United States to 
turn his attention to the is 
suance of drivers' licenses 
for automobiles. He did so 
recently on the occasion of 
an appearance before the 
annual Coaference op High- 
way Safety. The issuance of 
driving licenses is beyond 
the scope of the federal gov- 
rnment, being purely a state 
matter. >But the President's 
indictment of some state 
practices was uncomfortably 
accurate. 


In about half of the states 


no examination worthy of 
the name is required in the 
Issuance of a license to drive. 
The others have 
examina- 


tions of varying degrees of 
thoroughness for the origin- 
al license, which then may 
be renewed from time to 
time as required. New York 
State has taken the lead 
with F. law requiring re-ex- 
amination of every driver 
involved in three accidents 
within a period of 18 months. 
It still remains for some state 
to set the precedent of%re- 
quiring every licensed driv- 
er to take periodically an 
examination stiff enough to 
reveal whether or not he is 
fit to drive. 


Only a handful of states 


make a practice of suspend 
ing or revoking drivers' li- 
censes for such breaches of 
traffic safety law as speed- 
ing, disregard of traffic con- 
tra! signals, driving while in- 
toxicated, and reckless driv- 
ing. 


It is well known that hu- 


man failure causes most au- 
tomobile accidents. Any ma- 
terial cut in the death and 
injury toll from traffic ac- 
cidents depends on reduc- 
ing the element of human 
failure.. What better way 
could there be than through 
a nationwide tightening oJ 
driver 
licensing require- 


ments?

OPINION BY RADIO 
The Federral 
Communi- 


cations Commission has re- 
moved its eight-year prohi 
bition against the expression 
of editorial opinion by radio 
stations. This is a welcome 
step forward for radio as a 
public service, and a doubly 
welcome step backward by 
government, away from the 
dangerous brink of speech 
control. 


For the last eight years 


the Commission has permit- 
ted radio news analysts and 
commentators to have opin- 
ions, but has forbidden the 
radio stations themselves, a; 
institutions, to have opinions. 
To draw a comparison with 
the printed press, It was a 
t h o u g h this newspaper 
would be permitted to print 
the signed articles of column- 
ists, but be prohibated from 
printing this column of its 
own editorial opinion. Under 
our Constitution the govern- 
ment has never yet succed- 
ed in muzzling these editor- 
ial columns of the free news- 
papers, but the desire to do 
BO has more than once been 
suspected of high officials. 
The control of radio opinion 
has been a constant remind 
er of that desire. 


There is one 
difference 


between radio and newspa- 
pers which must be recog- 
nized. Anyone, who has the 
enterprise, gumption a n d 
wherewithal to manage the 
task can establish a newspa • 
per and publish it, without 
a by-your-leave from any- 
one; there are no inflexible 
limits on the 
number of 


newspapers which can exist. 
But there is room on the air 
waves for only so many ra-r 
dio stations. Therfore the 
government must exercise 
control over the establish- 
ment And- conduct of sta- 


. tions, which it does through 


the licensing process. The 
government ought to require 
every radio station to give 
.« measure of public service 
;-; epnsfotant with the trust of 
m license, sine* that UCMUM

They were amazed by the 


freedom 
Americans have, 


and the 
wide spaces in 


which to move around and 
exercise it. They also were 
properly impressed by the 
wealth of America and the 
opportunities of the individ- 
ual to acquire it. "They" 
were four 
German labor 


leaders who have been in 
America 
studying labor- 


management relations, in 
search of information which 
might be helpful in rebuild- 
ing the German federation 
of labor unions, which was 
pretty much devastated by 
the I^azi regime and tin 
war. 


In places where they visit- 


ed they may have done as 
much good for America as 
they may later be able to do 
for Germany. Their reac- 
tions to American life ought 
to open the eyes of a few of 
the Americans who take for 
granted our freedom and 
wide spaces and opportuni- 
ties. The German visitors 
would probably be amazed 
at the number of Americans 
who don't really appreciate 
these things, because they 
don't really known America. 


In the summer months 


most Americans will be tak- 
ing vacation trips. Some may 
only move from city to the 
country, or vice versa, for a 
week, while others may go 
from one coast to the other. 
Some will cross the borders 
into Canada and Mexico, 
others will take to the seas. 
Wherever they go, most va- 
cationers will become a little 
better acquainted with the 
geography of America. A 
moment should be taken, 
too, 
for 
appreciating the 


freedom that goes with all 
that geography. 


SURPRISING TRUTHS 
Truth comes unexpected- 


ly even out of the mouths of 
Communists. At the trial of 
the eleven top Reds in New 
York City, charged with con- 
spiring to teach violent rev- 
olution, a government wit- 
ness testified that one Com- 
munist leader said that Com- 
munism could never carry 
the country by a,n election. 
The only way in which they 
could get power would be by 
revolution. Even if this ut- 
terance is of Communist ori- 
gin, it is plain and simple 
truth. 


One even more devastat- 


ing fact of American life 
which the Communists may 
begin sometimes dimly 
to 


discern is the difficulty, not 
to say impossibility, of get- 
ting home-owners with jobs 
and growing children and 
gardens to join a revolution. 
Americans might keep that 
truth in mindjoo. 


WATCH THE WOMEN 
The women of Latin Am- 


erica are taking notice and 
going places. They can vote 
in thirteen countries, and 
can hold office, even includ- 
ing the presidency, in seven. 
These latter are Brazil, 
Chile, Cuba, Ecuador, Pana- 
ma, Urugay and Venezeula. 


The Latin American coun- 
tries are intellectually ac- 
tive, but socially have been 
extremely conservative. This 
makes these achievements 
of women's progiess even 
more remarkable.

Last year, an estimated two 
million tons of peanuts were grown 
in the country. This year, the 
government has ordered the grow- 
ers to reduce their acreage by 20 
percent.

Likelihood that there soon will be 
a simple, quick test for polio was 
stressed yesterday in the eleventh 
annual report 
of 
the 
National 


Foundation For Infantile Paraly- 
sis. 


Another good sign In the attack 


on the disease which the report 
stressed was the development of 
two steps toward producing a vac- 
cine. 


Development of a quick test for 
polio would remove the present se- 
rious handicap of delay before a 
doctor can be certain of Its pres- 
ence. Early treatment Is essential 


In the vaccine development, the 
first step is to discover how many 
different strains or kinds of Infan- 
tile paralysis there are. 
Since a 


vaccine made for only one kind is 
not good for another. 


Discovery of a method to grow 
the vlru*, the microbe which caus- 
es polio, outside of living nervous 
tissues, is the second step. This 
process makes it easier to atudy 
the virus. 
J 


The foundation reported that in 
fighting last year's polio outbreak 
it spent $4,250,000 more than It re- 
ceived in the March of Dimes. It 
had to spend reserve funds which 
had been accumulated for such an 
emergency. It now has a remain 
Ing reserve of $1,629,000.

in."The democracies cannot 
last 
long In political and economic dis- 
order . 
He expanded on his Idea for a 
western union. 
"Some of us believe that the free 
world must organize Itself into a 
unit— a unit for peace. A unit so 
powerful that no country would 
dare attack it."

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DAR Appeals For 
Observance Of 
Flag Day Here 
The James Blair Chapter, Daugh- 


ters of the American Revolution, 
has requested members and the 
public share In a real observance 
of Flag Day Tuesday by displaying 
the American emblem where pos- 
sible. 


The chapter seeks also to re- 


mind the public of the following 
general rules of respect due the 
Stars and Stripes: 


The flag should be raised at sun- 
rise and lowered at sunset. 
It 


sould never remain out over nigh* 
except during war. The only excep- 
tion to this rule is the flag flying 
from the United States Capitol In 
Washington, D, C., which Is never 
lowered except for replacement. 


An old, torn, 
or 
soiled 
flag 


should be destroyed, preferably by 
burning. 


The law specifically forbids the 


use of and the representatlton uf 
the flag in any manner or In any 
connection with merchandise for 
sale. 


The flag should never be allowed 
to touch ground. 


In raising a flag to half mast It 


should first be raised to full mast 
«xnd .then lowered; from which po- 
sition It should be raised to full 
mast before being lowered. 


The flag should never be draped. 
In hanging a flag against a wall, 


either horizontal or perpendicular, 
the blue field should be at 
the 
spectator's left. 


When displayed on a staff from 
• platform, the flag should be at 
•the speaker's right; 
if displayed 


from the floor, the flag should be 
»t the right of the audience. 
' When displaying a flag across 
the street, the points of the com- 
pass are used: the blue'field should 
point toward the north when hung 
across an east-west street; and blun 
should be toward the east when 
hung across 'a north-south street. 
The flag upside down Is a signal 
mournlg. 


The fla gupslde down is a signal 
of distress. 


On Memorial Day, May 30th, the 


flag lu flown at half mast until 
noon in memory for the dead; It is 
then lalsed to full mast to signify 
that the Nation still lives. 


When a flag is carried with one 
other flag, it holds the place of 
honor, the march right; with more 
than one, either at the marching 
right or is carried in front of the 
other flags. 


When a flag passes In parade, 
spectators should stand at atten- 
tion and men should lift their hats. 
A stationary flag is not saluted. 


The American 
flag represents 


the unity of the United States of 
America.

Four Occupation 
Powers Unable To 
Agree On Berlin 


BERLJN, June 13—(/P)—The four 


occupation powers ended all-Qer- 
many trade and transport talks late 
today with no indication of an 
agreement. 
Representatives Immediately sent 
separate reports to the council of 
foreign ministers In' Paris, There 
was every indication the Russians 
had refused to yield on several ma- 
jor points. 
As a result, the question of reviv- 


ing East-West trade in Germany 
and re-unltlng the divided city of 
Berlin fell back into the laps of 
the Big Four at Paris. 
There was hope that the 24-dsy- 


old rail strike might come to an 
end soon, perhaps Wednesday, de- 
spite the fact that the top German 
union leaders rebuffed an Ameri- 
can appal for an Immediate end to 
the transport-jamming stoppage. 


The issue will be put before the 
rank and file of the union in a 
referendum tomorrow. 
Seventy- 


five per cent of the membership 
must vote to continue the walkout 
or it will be called off automatical- 
ly.The settlement terms were work- 
ed out by the United States, in con- 
sultation with Britain and France, 
and agreed to by Russia. The Amer- 
ican commandant in Berlin, Brig. 
Gen. 
Frank L. Howley, asked tho 
strikers to accept the offer and got 
a promise to do so from top union 
officials. 
The terms, left to the member- 


ship for decision by the 600 lower- 
level leaders, called for payment of 
75 per cent of wages In 
West 
marks, worth four times as much 
as the East marks previously used 
to pay wages, and no reprisals by 
the Soviet-controlled railway man- 
agement against the anti-red union 
leaders. 
The management would pay 60 
per cent ot the wages in West 
marks and the West Berlin city 
government would exchange an ad- 
ditional 15 per cent of the men's 
salaries into the more valuable 
Western currency.
